“Such a witness might assert that 
under the constitution he cannot be 
compelled to be a witness against 
himself, and that if indicted for an 
offense relating to the subject mat­ 
ter about which he is compelled to 
testify, he would be immune against 
the use of such testimony. 
“The government, being forced to 
take the position as above indicated, 
that section 859 is co extensive with 
the immunity of 
the fifth 
amend­ 
ment, the witness would doubtless 
insist that the position taken by the 
government above Teferred to, would 
work his complete immunity. * * * 
“The danger of proceeding along 
these lines is that in the prosecution 
of a witness who might subsequently 
be indicted 
for an 
offense 
about 
which he is compelled to testifiy, the 
line of distinction between 
the evi­ 
dence which the defendant was com­ 
pelled to give and the other evidence 
obtained as the result of his testi­ 
mony might be so indefinite a3 to 
make it practically impossible to dis­ 
tinguish and therefore, the probabil­ 
ity of error would be great. 
Indeed, 
the testimony of the witness and the 
other evidence might be so comming­ 
led as to preclude the acceptance of 
any evidence concerning the subject 
matter. 
“In view of the provisions of the 
fifth amendment, we advise against 
permitting Mr. Fall to testify unless 
he waives his constitutional privil- 
| ege.”

A CASUALTY OF WAR. 
When Woodrow Wilson died, lie gave 
his life for his country as surely as did all 
those heroic souls who laid down their lives 
in the great struggle of 1918 on the battle 
fields of France for the nation’s cause. He 
was a soldier of the republic from long be­ 
fore the beginning of hostilities until long 
after the last cannon’s roar had died away 
in silence. From the beginning to the end, 
he was faithful to every duty and respon- 
pive to every call and met every emergency 
with a courage and fidelity unexemplified, 
almost, in the history of the nation. 
After 
war had been declared upon Germany, he 
gave all his great ability and his strength, 
every ounce he possessed, and never for 
one moment lost sight of the fact that he 
was charged with the sacred duty of lead­ 
ing America in its great fight for the liber­ 
ty of the world. And following the collapse 
of the enemy, this thought still remained 
with him and he devoted all of his splendid 
attainments toward bringing into concrete 
form fruits of the victory achieved through 
force of arms. 
He pointed the way to per­ 
manent peace to all the world and sailed 
across the seas to impress upon the nations 
his conception of what should be done to 
continue that peace in all the coming years. 
Through months of struggle in the peace 
conference where his ideals were confront­ 
ed with the more 
materialistic 
thoughts 
and desires of the European nations, he 
fought with all the strength and acuteness 
of his most brilliant mind and emerged tri­ 
umphant in the creation of a league of na­ 
tions, modeled upon altruistic humane con­ 
ceptions, and destined, if properly support­ 
ed by all, to bring about a new era in the 
history of human relations. 
Returning home with this great instru­ 
ment, wrought of his own brain and his 
own heart, and rightly believing that he 
was justified in expecting 
its cordial re­ 
ception and adoption by his countrymen, 
he was met by the most bitter and venom­ 
ous opposition ever known in the history 
of the world. 
Assailed 
by those 
selfish 
men and selfish 
interests 
that hoped to 
gain political advantage, and by personal 
enemies who saw a chance to gratify their 
petty and bitter animosities, he struggled 
with all his being to bring about the ac­ 
complishment of his humanitarian dream, 
and met the issue with unexampled cour­ 
age. 
Realizing that 
his 
enemies 
had 
venomously undermined his plans while 
he was serving his people abroad, he 
resolved to present it to the people them­ 
selves for final decision. 
Intent upon this, 
worn and weak from the months of strife 
and struggle in Paris, he entered upon a 
crusade by which he hoped 
to 
arouse a 
lethargic nation to its sacred responsi­ 
bility. 
At the very heigth of this tremen­ 
dous undertaking and after he had swept 
those communities in which he had already 
spoken to enthusiastic support of his cause, 
the blow fell that struck him to the earth— 
wounded unto death. 
And since then, his 
great intellect, while keen and brilliant as 
of old, has lacked the 
physical 
support 
necessary to continue the fight and he has 
slowly but surely waited for the sum­ 
mons that came to him on Sunday. 
No more knightly figure has appeared 
on the pages bf history than that of Wood­ 
row Wilson, crusader for the 
right 
and 
herald of a new democracy and a new hu- 
manitarism, second 
only to that brother­ 
hood first enunciated by the Son of Man on 
the shores of Gallilee. 
A christian gentleman, without stain or 
reproach, an American citizen responsive 
to every demand of that citizenship, a first 
magistrate 
measuring in might 
with the 
most mighty that had 
gone 
before, he 
takes his place in history and leaves to pos­ 
terity final judgment 
of his cause. 
The 
world today will stand in solemn silence as 
it learns that the spirit of Woodrow Wilson 
has been swept into the realms of the un­ 
known. 
The struggling masses of suffer­

Virginia doctor, modest, even to the 
point of being shy, soft spoken and 
intensely loyal in his convictions and 
friendships, was the one President 
Roosevelt picked out when lie want­ 
ed a companion for some exciting 
horseback ride or something strenu­ 
ous. 
The Amor! an people were thrilled 
when President Roosevelt,

show some ai my officers 
that 
he 
asked of no one something he him­ 
self would not do, made his famous 
90 mile horseback ride from Wash­ 
ington to Warrenton and back iii a 
cold sleety rain that froze as it fell. 
Nobody mentioned that Dr. Grayson 
rode every foot of the way at his 
chief’s side and sometimes guided 
the president’s horse when his spec­ 
tacles wrere coated with ice. 
President Roosevelt turned Gray­ 
son over to President Taft 
with 
a 
recommendation of loyalty and he 
won Mrs. Taft’s 
heart 
with 
his 
sympathetic devotion 
to 
lier 
deli­ 
cate health. 
Wood row’ Wilson had never heard 
of Cary T. Grayson when he stepped 
!.iio the W hite House on March 4. 
1913. 
On that day came “a tide in 
the affairs of men which, taken at 
the flood, leads 
on 
to 
fortune.” 
Several physicians of the army 
and 
navy including Grayson were attach­ 
ed to the White House. 
Inaugura­ 
tion day with 
its 
spectacle 
and 
splendor lured all but one of them 
from the fixed post. Grayson was 
elected to remain on duty. 
The first 
Mrs. Wilson as she steeped through 
the White House portals in her first 
moments as its mistress, met with 
an unimportant but 
painful 
attack. 
There was a call for a doctor; an­ 
swered immediately by Grayson. 
Mrs. Wilson commended 
to 
her 
husband this modest 
young 
man. 
who seemed so devoted to duty. 
He 
became Mr. Wilson’s aide and physi- 
■ clan, and as the years went on, his 
friend. No political wires were pull­ 
ed; no influences figured in the dis­ 
position of one of the most coveted 
posts in Washington. 
A little more than a year later, 
one hot August 
afternoon

world war bursting into flames, the 
first Mrs. Wilson lay on her death 
bed. 
Her last words 
to 
Grayson 
were:

Wilson on recommendation of Secre­ 
tary Daniels of the navy department, 
nominated Dr. Grayson for 
promo­ 
tion to the grade of rear 
admiral. 
The real truth of that

that in a

Daniels before her death, the first 
Mrs. Wilson asked the secretary of 
the navy to give to her 
husband’s 
physician and aide some rank com­ 
mensurate with his resp onsibilities, 
and to insure his attachment to the

Grayson never knew’ he 
had 
been nominated for promotion until 
he read it in the newspapers, There 
was opposition, somewhat like that 
which at ended President’Roosevelt’s 
promotion of Gen. Wood.

when he had an opportunity to bo­ 
urne surgeon general of the navy,

Other persons who professed

“His early profession as a lawyer was abandoned to enter aca­ 
demic life.

W hat good did you get from doing 
the things you are now ashamed of? 
Why, they result in death! 
But now 
you have been freed from sin and 
have become slaves of God, the ben 


tion is waiting with eager longing 
for the sons of God to be disclosed. 
For it was not the fault of creation 
that it —as frustrate''; it was by the 
will of him who condemned it to 
that, and in the hope that creation 
itself would be set free from its bond­ 
a r 
to decay, and have tho glorious 
freedom of the children of God. 
We 
know that all 
creation 
has 
been 
groans " in agony together until now. 
; cf it you get is consecration, and the j More than that, we ourselves, though 
final result is eternal life. 
For the , we have in tho Spirit a foretaste of 
! wages sin pays is death, but the 
gift God gives is eternal life through 
union with Christ Jesus our Lord. 


Their throats are like open graves, 
They use their tongues to deeieve; 
The venom of asps is behind their 
lips. 
And their mouths are full of bit­ 
te r curses. 
Their feet are swift when it comes 
to sheeding blood. 
Ruin and w retcheraess mark their 
paths, 
They do not know the way of peace. 
There is no reverence for God be­ 
fore their eyes!'* 
Now we know that everything the 
Law says is addressed to those under 
its authority, so that every mouth 
may be shut, and the whole world 
be made accountable to God. 
For 
no human being can be made up­ 
right in the sight of God by observ­ 
ing the Law. All the Law can do is 
to make men consious of sin. 
But 
now God’s way a uprightness has 
been disclosed without any reference 
to law, though the Law 
and 
the 
Prophets bear witness to it. 
It is 
God’s way of uprightness and comes 
through having faith in Jesus Christ, 
and It is for all who have faith, with­ 
out distinction. For all men sin and 
come short of the glory of God, but 
by his mercy they are made upright 
for nothing, by the deliverance secur­ 
ed through Christ Jesus. 
For God 
showed him publicly dying as a sacri­ 
fice of reconciliation to be taken ad­ 
vantage of through faith. 
This was 
to vindicate his own justice (for In 
his forbearance, 
God 
passed 
over 
m en’s former sins)—to vindicate his 
justice at the present time, and show 
th at he is upright himself, and th at 
he makes those who have faith in 
Jesus upright also. 
Then w'hat becomes of our boast­ 
ing? It is shut out. 
On w hat prin­ 
ciple? W hat a man does? No, but 
w hether a man has faith. 
For we 
hold that a man is made upright by 
faith; the observance of the Law has 
nothing to do with it. 
Does God be­ 
long to the Jew's alone? Does he not 
belong to the heathen too? Of course 
he belongs to the heathen too; there 
is but one God, and he will make the 
circumcised upright on the ground of 
their faith and the uncircumcised up­ 
right because of theirs. 
Is this using 
faith to overthrow law? F ar from 
it. 
This confirms the Law. 
Then what are we to say about our 
ancestors Abraham? 
For if he w*as 
made upright by w hat he did, it is 
something to be proud of. 
But not 
to be proud of before God, for w hat 
does the Scripture say? “Abraham 
had faith in God, and it was credited 
to him as uprightness.’* 
Now pay­ 
ing a workman is not considered a 
favor, but an obligation, but a man 
who has no work to offer, but has 
faith in him who can make the un­ 
godly upright, has his faith credited 
to him as uprightness. 
So David 
himself says of the 
happiness 
of 
those to whom God credits upright­ 
ness without any reference to their 
actions, 
“Happy are they whose violations 
of the Law have been forgiven, whose 
sins are covered up! 
Happy is the man whose sin the 
Lord will take on account o f!” 
Does this happiness apply to those 
who are circumcised, or to those 
who are uncircumcised as well? What 
we say is, A braham ’s faith was credit 
cd to him as uprightness. 
In what 
circum stances? W as it after he was 
circumcised, or before? 
Not after 
he was circumcised, but before; and 
he was afterward given the mark of 
circumcision as the stam p of God’s 
acknowledgment of the uprightness 
based on faith that was his before 
he was circumcised, so that he should 
be the forefather of all who, without 
being circumcised, have faith and so 
are credited with uprightness, and 
the forefather of those circumcised 
persons who not only share his cir- 
cumeison but follow our forefather 
Abraham’s example in the faith he 
had before he w-as circumcised. 
For the promise made to Abraham 
and his descendants th at the world 
should belong to him did not come 
to him or his descendants through 
the Law*, but through the uprightness 
that resulted from his faith. 
For if 
it Is the adherents of the Law who 
are to possess it, faith is nullified 
and the promise amounts to nothing! 
For the Law only brings down God’s 


Do you not know, brothers—for I 
am speaking to men who know w hat 
in him who raised from the dead our I iaw ig—tfaat law governs a man only 
Lord Jesus, who was given up to as long as he lives? For a married 
death to make up for our offenses, woman is bound by law to her hus- 
and raised to life to make us upright. 
So as we have been made upright 
by faith, let us live in peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom we 
have 
been 
introduced 
through faith to the favor of God that 
we now enjoy and let us glory in our 
hope of sharing the glory 
of 
God. 
More than that, we ought to glory in 
our troubles, for 
we 
know 
that 
trouble produces endurance, and en­ 
durance, character, 
and 
character, 
hope, and hope will not disappoint us. 
For, though the holy Spirit th a t has 


band while he lives, but if he dies, 
the marriage law’ no longer applies 
to her.

If, 
when we were God’s 
enemies,

w’ere reconciled to him through the 
death of his Son, it is far more cer­ 
tain that now th at we are reconciled 
we shall be saved through sharing 
in his life! 
More 
than 
that, 
we 
actually glory in God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ, to whom we owe 
our reconciliation. 
It is just like the way in which 
through one man sin came into the 
world, and death followed sin, and 
so death spread to all men, because 
all men sinned. 
It is true sin was 
in the world before the Law was giv­ 
en, and men are not charged with sin 
where there is no law*. 
Still death 
reigned from Adam to Moses, even 
over those who had not 
sinned 
as 
Adam had, in the face of an express 
command. 
So Adam foreshadowed 
the one w*ho w*as to come. But there 
is no comparison between God s gift 
and that offense. 
For If one m an’s 
offense made the mass of mankind 
die, God’s mercy and his gift given 
through the favor of the one man 
Jesus Christ have far more powerful­ 
ly affected mankind. 
Nor is there 
any comparison between the gift and 
the effects of that one m an’s sin. 
That sentence arose from the act of 
one man, and was for condemnation; 
but God’s gift arose out of many of­ 
fenses and results in acquittal. 
For 
if th at one m an’s offense made death 
reign through that one man, all the 
more will those who receive God’s 
overflowing mercy and his gift of up­ 
rightness live and reign through the 
one individual Jesus Christ. 
So as offense m eant condemnation 
for all men, just so one righteous act 
means acquittal and life for all men. 
For just as that one man s disobed­ 
ience made the mass of mankind sin­ 
ners, so this 
one’s 
obdience 
w’ili 
maka the mass of them upright. Then 
law slipped in, and multiplied the 
offense. 
But greatly as sin multip­ 
lied, God’s mercy has far surpassed 
it, so th at just as sin reigned through 
death, mercy might reign through up­ 
rightness and 
bring 
eternal 
life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Then what shall w*e conclude? Are 
w*e to continue to sin to increase the 
spread of mercy? 
Certainly 
not! 
W hen we have died to sin, how' can 
we live in it any longer? Do you not 
know' that all of us have been baptiz­ 
ed into union with Jesus Christ have 
been 
baptized 
into 
his 
death? 
Through baptism we have been bur­ 
ied with him in death, so that just 
as he was raised 
from 
the 
dead 
through the F ath er’s glory, w'e too 
may live a new life. For if we have 
grown into union with him by under­ 
going a death like this, of course we 
shall do so by being raised to life 
like him, for we know' that our old 
self was crucified with him, to do 
away with our sinful body, so that 
we might not be enslaved to sin any 
longer; for w'hen a man is dead he 
is free from the claims of sin. lf we 
have died with Christ, we believe 
that we shall also live with him, for 
we know that Christ, once raised 
from the dead, will never die again, 
death has no more hold on him. For 
when he died, he became once for all

Brothers, my heart is full of good 
will toward them; my prayer to God 
is that they may be saved. 
I can 
testify to their sincere devotion to 
God, but it is not 
an 
intelligent 
devotion. 
For in their ignorance of 
God s way of uprightness and In the 
attem pt to set up one of their own, 
they refused to conform 
to 
God’s 
way of uprightness. 
For 
Christ 
marks the termination of 
law, 
so 
that now anyone who has faith may 
attain uprightness. 
Moses said that 
anyone who carried out the upright­ 
ness the Law prescribed would find 
life through it. But this is what the 
uprightness that springs from faith 
says: “Do not say to yourself, “Who 
down into the depths?” that is, to 
bring Christ down; or “Who will go 
down into the depts?” that 
is, 
to 
bring Christ up from the dead. No! 
This is what it says; “God’s mes­ 
sage is close lo you, on your lips and 
in your minds”—that is, the message 
about faith that we preach. For if 
with your lips you acknowledge the 
message that Jesus is Lord, and with 
your mind you believe that God rais­ 
ed him from the dead, you will be 
saved. 
For with their minds men 
believe and are made upright, and 
with their lips they make the ack­ 
nowiedgment and are saved. For the 
Scripture says, “No one 
who 
has 
faith in him will be disappointed.” 
There is no distinction between Jew 
and Greek, for they 
all 
have 
the 
same Lord, and h^ is generous to ail 
who call upon him. 
For everyone 
who calls upon the name of the Lord 
will be saved. 
But how are they to 
call upon him if they have not be­ 
lieved in him? 
And how are they 
to believe him if they have never 
heard him? And how are they to 
hear unless someone 
preaches 
to 
them? And how are men to preach 
unless they are sent to do it? 
As 
the Scripture says, “How welcome 
is the coming of those who bring 
good new s!” 
It Is true, they have not all accept­ 
ed the good news, for Isaiah says, 
“Lord, who has believed what we 
have told?” 
So faith comes from 
hearing what is told, and that hear­ 
ing 
comes 
through 
the 
message 
about. Christ. 
But I ask, had they 
no opportunity to hear it? On the 
contrary, 
“Their voices have gone all over 
the earth, 
And their words to the ends of the 
world.” 
But I ask again, did Israel fail to 
understand? Why, to begin with, 
Moses said, 
“I will make you jealous of what 
is no nation at all, 
I wilt exasperate you at a sense­ 
less nation,” 
Then Isaiah broke out bodly and 
said. 
“I have been found by men who 
were not looking for me, 
I ba e shown myself to men who 
w*ere not asking what my will was.” 
But of Israel he said, 
“All day long I have held out my 
hands to a disobedient and obstinate 
people.” 
I ask then, has God repudiated his 
people? 
By no means. Why, I am 
an Israelite myself, I am descended 
from Abraham, and I belong to the 
tribe of Benjamin. 
God has not re­ 
pudiated his people, which he had 
marked out from the first. 
Do you 
not know what the Scripture says in 
speaking of Elijah, how he appealed 
to God against Israel? “Lord, they 
have killed your prophets, they have 
demolished your altars, I am the 
only one left they are trying to take 
my life.** But w'hat is God’s reply? 
“I have left myself seven thousand 
men who have never knelt to Baal!” 
So too at the present time there is 
a remnant selected by God’s mercy. 
But i! it is his mercy, it is not for 
anything they have done. Otherwise, 
his mercy would not be mercy at all. 
What follows? Israel failed 
to 
get 
what it sought, but those whom God 
selected got it.

ministry, In the hope of making my 
countrymen jealous, and thus saving 
some of them. For if their rejection 
has m eant reconciling of the world 
what can the acceptance 
of 
them 
mean but life from the dead? lf the 
first handful of dough is consecrat­ 
ed, the whole m ass is, and lf the 
root of a tree Is consecrated, so are 
its branches. 
If some of the branches have been 


broken off, and you who were only 
a wild olive shoot have been grafted 
in, in place of them, and made to 
share the richness of 
the 
olive’s 
root, you must not look down upon 
the branches. 
If you do, remember 
that you do not support the root; the 
root supports yon. 
“But,” you 
will 
say, 
“branches 
were broken off so that I could be 
grafted in.” 
That is true; but it was for their 
want of faith that they were broken 
off. and it is through your faith that 
you stand where you do. You ought 
not to feel proud; you ought to be 
afraid, for if God did not spare the 
natural branches, he will not spare 
you. Ob 4erve then the goodness and 
the severity 
of God—severity 
to 
those who have fallen, but goodness 
to you, provided you abide by his 
goodness, for otherwise you in your 
turn will be pruned 
away. 
Those 
others too, if they do not cling to 
their unbelief, will be grafted in, for 
God has the power to graft them in 
again. 
For if you were cut from a 
wild olive and unnaturally grafted 
upon a cultivated one, 
how 
much 
easier it will be to graft them upon 
the olive 
lo 
which they 
properly 
belong! 
For to keep you from thinking too 
well of yourselves, brothers. I do not 
w’ant you to miss this secret, that 
only partial insensibility has come 
upon Israel, 
to last 
until 
all the 
heathen have come in. and then all 
Israel will be saved, 
just 
as 
the 
Scripture s a y s , 
“The deliverer 
will 
come 
from 
Zion. 
He will d rh e all ungodliness away 
from Jacob, 
And this will be my 
agreement

When I take away their sins.” 
From the point of 
view 
of

good news they are treated as enem­

er of charity, with generosity, the 
office-holder, with devotion, the one 
who does acts of mercy, with cheer­ 
fulness. 
Your love must be gen­ 
uine. 
You must hate what is wrong 
and hold to what is right. 
Be af­ 
fectionate in your 
love 
for 
the 
brotherhood, eager to show one an­ 
other honor, not wanting in devo­ 
tion, but on fire with the Spirit. 
Serve the Lord. 
Be happy in your 
hope, steadfast in time of trouble 
presistent In prayer. 
Supply the 
needs of God’s people, be unfailing 
id hospitality. Bless your persecu­ 
tors; bless 
them ; 
do 
not 
curse 
them. 
Rejoice with those who re­ 
joice, weep with those who weep. 
Live in harmony with one another. 
Do not be too ambitious, but ac­ 
cept humble tasks. 
Do not be con­ 
ceited. 
Do not pay anyone back 
with evil for evil. 
See that you are 
above reproach in the eyes of every 
one. 
If possible, for your part, live 
peaceably with everybody. Do not 
take your revenge, 
dear 
friends, 
but leave room for God’s anger, for 
the Scripture says, “Vengeance be­ 
longs to me; I will pay them back 
siys the Lord.” No! If your enemy 
is hungry, feed him! If he is thirsty 
give him something to drink! For 
if you do, you will heap burning 
coal upon his head! Do not be con­ 
quered by evil, but conquer evil 
with good. 
Everyone must obey the authori­ 
ties that are over him, for no au­ 
thority can exist without the per­ 
mission of God; the existing auth­ 
orities 
have 
been established 
by 
him, so that anyone who resists

The unusual structure crossed 
the swollen river between Quebec 
and the little village of Levis, on the 
opposite shore. 
The curious idlers, laughing and

In an article in the Outlook, Representa­ 
tive Albert Johnson, chairman of the house 
immigration committee and author of the 
new immigration bill, has laid down most 
comprehensively and yet in small compass 
the principles upon which the immigration 
policy of the United States should be 
based.

“5. That in order to prevent the

“G. That the United States should 
not continue to admit for permanent 
residence within its borders those who

T X IS necessary to remind onr- 
A selves 
th at the average adult 
eats at least one-third more food 
(than he is able to use, digest or as­ 
sim ilate. 
This excess of food over­ 
taxes the digestive system and is 
thrown off as w aste and stored up 
in the liver as excess fat. 
Fletcher, who has given us so 
much good advice about diet, says 
th at if we m asticate our food at 
least three times as long as it seems 
necessary we would eat less, feel 
more comfortable, elim inate a large 
amount of illness and look aud 
think better. 
Such sane advice costs nothing to

Ju st as so much gas per 
cubic foot produces so much heat or 
light, so a definite am ount of food 
gives off so much heat and energy 
measured in calories when it is used 
or burned in the body.

An active adult needs at least 
one cut one-lialf inch thick, are all 
the bodily needs. 
It is not necessary th a t one be a 
scientist, a college graduate, or a 
high-brow, to provide the family 
with a well-balanced diet and of 
sufficient quantity to

II. 
The 
Commission 
Executed 
(Num. 13:21-25). 
They entered the land from the 
south and traversed it to its northern 
limit. 
They spent 40 days in this in­ 
vestigating exploration. 
On their re­ 
turn from the north, they gathered 
some specimens of the fruit of the 
land. Tw o of them, perhaps Caleb and 
Joshua, bore a cluster of grapes upon 
a staff between them as a witness that 
God had spoken the truth about the 
land. 
Iii. 
The Spies Rendered a Report 
(Num. 13:26-33). 
On their return this committee of 
explorers rendered a report to the 
whole congregation. It was not unani­ 
mous. 
1. The Majority Report (vv. 26-29). 
(I) 
A land flowing with milk and 
honey (v. 27). 
As a proof thereof, 
they exhibited the fruit. (2) The peo­ 
ple who live there are strong (v. 28). 
(3) 
The people live in walled cities
